CITY TAXATION. 

Taxation in whatever form it preaonta 
itaalf is always a sore subject and one of 
thoieidisagteeable necesaitiea of civiliza- 
tion which financiers are always at their 

wita' end to avoid increaaing.or at least to 
present in the least objuctioiinble form. 
In the Dominion we liave a good deal of 
government of one kind or other; but our 
local taxation is absorbed by the provin- 
cial and municipal governraents. Tho 
provincial government formerly levied on 
both real and personal estate in the cities 
but tfeis principle was set aside after the 
election of 1878, and provincial taxation 
in municipalities is now cnnfmed to per- 
sonal estate. The nuiiiicipal government 
has' hitherto adhered to the principle of 
providing the bulk of its rovumio from 
real estate, but as the revision of the as- 
sessment roll will (or oiiglit to) shortly 
take place, tho question has been raised 
whether both real and personal property 
should not be e(iuully taxed for city pur- 
poses. The idea may at Qrst sight ap- 
pear plausible and oven inviting to many; 
but there is sometliing to be said on botii 
aides. In the first place personal property 
is taxed already for provincial purposes 
and if the municipality makes another levy 
on it, it would bo ta.xed twice, a condi- 
tion which would not be very likely to 
meet with much approval. It would, 
moreover, be a ditlicult tax to collect and 
would bear so very unoquuUy that many 
would evade it altogether. Now in personal 
estate, cash deposits would probably bear 
only a moderate proportion to tho general 
amount, for people in general do not allow 
large wums to lie on deposit. Personal 
property would therefore largely oonsiat of 
tools and machinery in <iur workshops and 
man\ifaetorie!i, ancl thus a tax on jxTsoual 
fstate must to a great exteiil represent u tax 
on our iiidusUies, There is, moreover, 
this difl'creuee between real and personal 
estate as a subject for taxation : Iteal ei-tate, 
whether improved or not, is ertutiinudly be- 
ing enhanced in value, without any exer- 
tion ou the part of the owner, by tlie public 
improvements and progress of the city, so 
tltat it may almost be said that tho taxes it 
pays are returned to it again. A man may 
be absent from the city' and neglect his 
property till it becomes an eyesore, and 
yet after the lapse of years he may limi it 
"doubled in value. Personal estate, on the 
other hand, espc^ciuUy tools and machinery, 
are lip.ble ciuwiimt ilniireciation aaiount- 
jug to a heavy percentage yearly; they may 
be said, therotore, po M, to derive no in- 
creased value either from the lai>se of time 
or eveu the improvements of the city, and 
as for the holder of moderate cash deposits 
or securities, his capital is scarcely alfect- 
ed by the conditions which influence real 
estate, '['here is, then, some show of 
reason why city real estate should boar 
the burden of city taxation, for it certain- 
ly derives the most benefit from it, and it 
would be unfair to tax personal estate 
twice and real estate only once. The city 
council now seem fully determined upon 
tho revision of the real estate assessment 
roll, and thoro is no doubt it is 
urgently wanted, not only on account 
of tho enhanced value of city property, 
but also on account of the many absentees 
who will neither sell nor impi'ove their 
holdings and who esrape taxation almost 
altogether. We are told that real estate 
owners are mostly in accord with the 
council on this subject and are anxious 
lhat tho property of the city shall bo as- 
sessed at its just value, a condition of things 
which will also have a moat favorable 
effect on the citv finances. Let there bo 
a speedy revisfon of the assessment roll 
by all means on the old basis; but it 
is scarcely likely, whatever discretion tho 
council may have in the matter, that those 
who advocate the taxing of personal es- 
tate twice over will 6nd much enthusiasm 
for their theories among the citizens gen- 
erally . 

TELEGIiAPHIC. 



It is more than two months since the 
new submarine cable for Victoria was dis- 
charged at this port by the Prince llupert. 
The cable was brought from England to 
be stretched between Victoria and Seattle. 
But for two months it has been lying here 
and the authorities do not seem to have 
made any move in the matter. When is 
the work of laying the cable going to com- 
mence? Our present telegraphic commu- 
nication with the outer world is very in- 
efficient. The line extends from here to 
Nunaimo, across the straits to Now West- 
minster, thence to Seattle. Between 
these points it is Qonstantly getting out of 
order from one cause or another. 77ic 
Colunist is willing to pay fur all tho tele- 
grams it can get, but it now frequently 
happens that when most interesting news 
is coming through, communication is 
suddenly cut ofl'. On Wednesday evening 
the derby news was got through juhI in 
the niche of time; and at 11 o'clock the 
line was reported down just when a full 
corps of night compositors wore standing 
ready to put up voluminous despatchss 
from other parts. We are prepared to 
patronize both lines if both are put in 
order. It ia hoped that for tho reputa- 
tion of the Dominion this work will bo 
commenced immediately. It is this hesi- 
tancy and delay which earn for us the 
title of a "slo w" peop le. « 

THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 



New York State will he tho great battle- 
ground of the approaching presidential 
election. On tho theory of "reasonable 
probability" it has been judged that the 
outlook at present is something very much 
of this kind. The electoral college this 
year has 401 members, of whose votes the 
successful candidate must have 201. All 
tho Southern States will go democratic, 
giving that candidate IB.'i votes. It ia 
about e(|ually probable that all tho North- 
ern States except New York, Newi-Jeraey, 
Indiana, California and Oregon will vote 
for the republican candidate, giving him 
177 votes. Of the doubtful States, if 
Now Jersey, California and Oregon are 
put on the democratic .side, this will add 
20 votes, giving the democrats a total of 
173, leaving New York with 30 votes and 
Inc|iana witli 15 undetonninod. It is evi- 
dent in such a case that it is immaterial 
which way Indiana goes, and that the 
isitie will depend on New York. 

TEE CITY GOUNOILLORS AND 
THE GAMBLERS. 

The ciiy council in providing counsel 
for the magistrate (vhon the "case stated" 
shall como before the chief justice, have 
acted rightly and yet inconsistently. It 
would have been a moan thing to allow 
Mr. Peniberton to go before the supreme 
court and make him pay his own barrister 



or go without. The inconsistency con- 
sists in liaving first refused on the score 
of economy, to allow the city barriiter to 
appear in the police court; and.then agree- 
ing to pay alawyerltoaaautthe'magistrate 
in the supreme court. However, thecaiie 
will go beforo the chief justice and the 
public will soon know whether studhorse 
poker is gambling or not. ,

Sums aggregating 830,000 paascd 
into his hands for a new church. His 
parishioners finally learned that tho funds 
had disappeared, and that the church had 
been mortgaged by Joacliiin for 810,000;

One of the 
creditors began a suit against Joachim, who 
gave bonds and went to Europe.

.loachiin reached Italy ho built a costly 
reaideiice and lived in rogal elegance. 
Father Boniface succeeded him and adopt- 
ed the sanio tactics. Considerable money 
was given him, but he paid nothing, not 
oven the intereal on the mortgage. Boni- 
face is also charged with having adopted, 
when his parishioners would give no more 
money, an unchriation-like and brutal 
course towards tlioin . The Italians have 
Inokeii away from their pastor and organ- 
ized a new aociety. 

DKi'R()n',iMay,17. — The friends of Luke 
Phippa, who ia sentenced to be hanged at 
Sandwich, June 17, at Victor, Ontario 
county. Now York, where he resided un- 
til twenty years of age, are about to moke 
an effort to save him from the gallows. 
Tho Victor people unito in aaying that 
previous to hia unfortunate marriage his 
habits were above reproach; that ho serv- 
ed with distinction in a New York cavalry 
regiment, and that he was never known 
to be under the influence of liquor until 
his domestic difficulties arose.

The steamer Queen of the Pacific ar 
rived frurii Tacoma this morning and after 

coaling at the bunkers prepared to go over 
to tlie oven dock. A line was run tnit to 
the city dock and the steamer had arrived 
opposite that dock and was endeavoring 
to turn around so as to tie up to ilia ocouii 
dock as usual, bow aoiith, when a collision 
occurred between the steamer and the city 
dock which resulted ill disaster.

Canned Goodx. 



A good deal of altontion has of late 
boon called to the (piestinn of canned 
gouda of different kinda. This is not to 
be wondered at, seeing that a considerable 
number of caaea of poisoning have result- 
ed from their use. In a paper on "Poison- 
ing by Canned Fruita and Meata," by Dr. 
J. G. Johnson, of Rrooklyn, some direc- 
tions are given regiiriiing tho jjurchaao of 
such commodities. In tbe tirst placo the 
sap of tho can ouf^hl ti.i be i^xamined. If 
two holes are aemi to have been punched 
In it instead of only one, there is some - 
thing wrung. The can has been "re-pro 
ceased," that is, put in a hot water bath a 
second time. Tho second hole has been 
made in order to let the gas escape. The 
other rules are as follows: 

"Reject every can that does not show 
the golden line of rcain around tho edge 
of the solder of the cap, the same as is 
seen on the seam of the side of the can 
All others, tho doctor claimed, were sealed 
with muriatic acid." 

"Reject any and every can that shows 
any rust around the cap on tlie iii.iide of 
tho head of the can. Rust proves that 
there waa air inside, and conaeiiuently 
fornientation. " 

"Rejeot any can that does not boar the 
manufacturer's name." 

"Before buying, press the bottom of the 
can up, and if tho contents are decomposed 
the tin will rattio like the bottom of tiio 
oiler of your sewing machine. If the con- 
tents are sound, the bottom will be solid 
and impossible to push up." 



DELAYED DJSPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
St. Loui.s, May 28. — Andrew Bniuii, 
tho missing preaident of the Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, bank, which failed yealerday, 
was arrested hero on the Iron Mountain 
train this morning. Bruon waa accom- 
panied by.a lady named Mrs. .Steele, of 
Peoria, Illinois, whom he was reported to 
have brought from Hot Springs. Bruon 
and Mrs. Steele were first taken to the 
Laclede Hotel and afterwards to jail. He 
professes extreme willingness to go back, 
but says it is an outrage to take the woman 
too. It is supposed sho knows where tho 
money is which Bruon took from tho 
bank. 

PiTT.Hiinuii, May 28 -In the o.xtromely 
muddled condition of the Pennsylvania 
bank affairs, in the absence of tho presid- 
ent, the only person who holds the key to 
the secrets of the bank, and reticence of 
directors and others concerned, it is now 
taken for granted that depositors will be 
fortunate if they got five per cent, of the 
amounts entrusted. It ia definitely known 
that the concern ia completely gutted and 
the assets diminishing rapidly, and tho 
liabilities swelling even more rapidly. 
Thoae who Jiad the call on ita resources 
drew with an unsparing hand, and there 
ia little loft till a sale. Tho books throw 
very little light on the identity of those 
who deposited in the institution, as ac- 
counts are in'fiotitioua names. Tho .short 
age grows hourly as tho intricacies of book 
accounts are unravelled, and from three 
hundred and fifty thousand overdrawn, it 
has grown to one million to-day, and the 
end is not yet. 

Many of those who made deposit.-? on 
Friday threaten tho bank ofilcials with 
criminal proceedinga for false pretences in 
obtaining money. Cashier Reebor is now 
under police survotlauce. President Rid- 
dle ia much better to-night and probably 
will be strong enough to come tu the city 
to-morrow. 

Indianapolis, May 27. — Tlio attendance 
of the Greenback National Convention, 
which meets here to-morrow, will bo un- 
e.xpectedly largo. All indications point 
to the nomination of ex-Gov. Butler for 
president. There ia a good deal of opposi- 
tion to Butler, but there is no possibility 
that it will develop strength enough to de- 
feat him.
